To those who lived through the storm it 
seems a miracle that the city still exists, and 
thet as many of its citizens remain alive. 
That scores perished le certain. Estimates 
late tonight place the number at not less than 
seventy-five, with the probability of many 
deaths in nearby places which have not been 
heard from. 

Nothitg has been heard of the crews of 
several ships that perished. If they are 
drowned the death list will be nearer 200. 

No news has come from Fort Morgan, 
isolated at the entrance to Mobile bay. Two 
companies of coast artillery are stationed 
there. Their fate is a matten of specula- 
tion. .

Crews Lost with River Ships. 

The shipping along the water front for the 
most part was wiped out of existsence. The 
crews of many vessels went down with them 
in the mad swirl of water.

The revenue cutter Alert went down in 
Mobile river. It was rammed by some un- 
known vessel and sank immediately. Of it 
nothing has been seen. 

Bay Swept Up on City. 

Three million dollars will not cover the 
property loss in Mobile. 

The full fury of the storm which swat the 
gulf coast was centered on Mobile bay. The 
hutricane, driving up the bay at a velocity 
of ninety miles an hour, hurled the water of 
the bay in a wall against the city. The re- 
sult was devastation. 

For hours yesterday seven feet of water 
covered the wholesale business district, Which 
incluties that section of the city from Royal 
street to the Alabama river. At one time 
it seemed that the bay would sweep over and 
obliterate the city. The streets were awash 
with goode swept from warehouses. Hun- 
dreds of bales of cotton were carried on the 
rivers that ran between walls of buildings 
out to sea and lost. : 

All wharves from Frascati streét, the ex- 
treme south end of the city, as far up the 
river ap Three Mile creek, are total wrecks, 
This includes also the new Mobile and Ohio 
docks and the Louisville and Nashville docks. 

The harbor steamer James A. Carney, ply- 
ing between Mobile and the eastern shore, 
lies, beached and broken, just across the 
river and opposite St. Francis street. 

Numerous sawmilis located in the northern 
and marshy districts have been efther washed 
away by the terrific waves or torh to splin- 
ters by the wind. Their lumber and timbers 
gre scattered over the entire city, floating 
down the submerged streets. 

Desolation and Hunger in City. 

Tonight the city is under martial law, in 
darkness, and half submerged. Provisions 
“are almost exhausted. Restaurants feed 
many but have no supplies on hand. Ham 
and eggs constitute their food supply. These, 
too, soon will become exhausted.

President's Son. Arrested, Released 
in ee Now e Again. 


SEQUEL TO STUDENT PRANK. 


Young Roosevelt Stars in Boston Po- 
‘lice Drama After Serap. 


Boston, Mass, Sept. 28.—[Special.}J—A 
young Harvard student, who, with four com- 
panions, was mixed up in a fracas with sev- 
eral police officers on the common Thursday 
night, and who said he was Th » Roose- 
velt Jr., will be arrested by the police of this 
city and will have to answer in court to 
charges of disorderly conduct and an assault 
on an unknown man. 

The young man can be identified by Reserve 
Officer Fraher, who was beaten by the stu- 
dents; if he does not give himself up in the 
morning he will be arrested on a warrant 
latér in the day. 

Tonight Patrolmen Grace, who figured in 
the affair, went to Cleverly hall, in Cam- 
bridge, where young Roosevelt lives. The 
object of the visit was to ascertain whether 
Roosevelt corresponds to the description 
furnished by Fraher, who is now in_the city 
hospital relief station, suffering from his in- 
juries. The janitor refused to admit Grace. 


Rigid Investigation Ordered. 

The president's son was seen tonight in 
Cambridge, and when asked if he had any- 
thing to say regarding the affair, refused to 
talk abouf the matter, or even to deny that 
he was one of the party of students. 

Police Commiesioner O'Meara hae taken 
action in the matter, and today a rigid inves- 
tigation of the whole affair was begun. Pre- 
vious to this action by the higher authorities 
the affair had been handled swiftly in the 
police station. 

After the manner of police officials, Lieut: 
Jones, who happened to be acting desk ser- 
geant in the station when the case came up 
glowered fléercely at the four youths Patrol- 
man Grace lined up against his desk. The 
lieutenant knew they were Harvard students 
and that they had been arrested after one 
of his patrolmen had been mauled into hos- 
pital condition on Boston common. 

Therefore he glared and snaried “ Huh!“ 
when the first of the quartet, a youth of meek 
appearance, wearing glasses, ambled up to 
the wicket and smiled through it sweetly. 

Name?“ growled Lieut. Jones, and his 
voice was aimed to carry terror, but it didn’t, 
for the smiling one just broadened his grin 
and murmured: ‘“ Theodore Roosevelt Jr., 
ir.“ 

Name Makes Lieutenant Blink.

Not Believed in Washington 
That Mistake of Withdraw- 
ing from Island Will 

Be Repeated. 


VAST INTERESTS ATSTAKE 


From Now On United States Will 
Be Liable for All Damages 
to Property of For- 
eign Residents. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington. D. C., Sept. 28.—[Special.}— 
There can be but one meaning to the landing 
of American blue jackets in Havana. That 
is, the annexation of the island of Cuba to 
the United States. 

The handwriting is writ Ab upon the 
wall. There is not an official in Washington 
who believes the American peeple will again 
make the colossal mistake of withdrawing 
from the island and giving the Cubans an- 
other chance to precipitate disorder, with 
its attendant train of disdeters. 

No one here can view with equanimity the 
prospect that a new Cuban government will 
be installed to suffer the unfortunate fate 
of the Palma régime. And as such a policy 
would place vast interests in jeopardy, im- 
peril valuable crops and their American and 
foreign owners, curtail commerce, and men- 
ace American health, it is expected with con- 
fidence the president will decide to recom- 
mend to congress that provisional occupation 
be transformed into permanent annexation. 


Taft in Temporary Control, 

No word has yet come from Secretary Taft 
as to the choice he has made of a governor 
general for Cuba. Information reached the 
authorities today, however, that the secre- 
tary will direct the government of the island, 


not as a cilvil officer, but as the head of the 


army and consequentiy in a military ca- 
pacity. Of course his administration will be 
for a short period only, and will end as soon 
as troops arrive.

United States Must Pay Damages. 

It is to the United States and not to Cuba 
that foreign powers now look for the pro- 
tection of their interests in the island and 
redress for any damages they may sustain. 

If any doubt ever existed on this score it 
has. been dissipated by the representations 
these governments have made to the state 
department during the last few days. From 
the diplomatic representatives of every for- 
elgu nation having even the remotest con- 
nection with business affairs in the island hes 
come the embarrassing inquirey: 

“ What policy does the United States pro- 
pose to follow in Cuba?” 

Not one has offered a single protest against 
what is considered to be the inevitable an- 
nexation of the island. If any protest is to 
be made it will be submitted after the United 
States has revealed fully its hand. 

The majority have indicated that not only 
they will not oppose annexation, but that 
they will welcome it because of the greater 
security which thereby will be enjoyed by 
their citizens and interests. 


Spain Alone Is Disgruntled. 

The Spanish government alone has shown 
a disposition to look with disfavor upon 
American absorption of Cuba, but as it can- 
not obtain assistance from other powers its 
attitude is of little consequence. 

One thing the inquiries made have devel- 
oped, and that is that the United States will 
hereafter be more directly responsible to the 
world for the preservation of order in Cuba 
than it has been during the brief nightmare 
of independence which the island has under- 
gone. Great Britain and Germany particu- 
larly have large interests in Cuba. These 
interests necessarily would be affected in- 
juriously by the restoration of independent 
Cuba because of the uncertainty which would 
exist as to the ability of the government to 
maintain order. 

The authorities in London and Berlin have 
received urgent appeals from their subjecis 
in Cuba to urge the United States to put an 
end once and for all to the disturbing con- 
@itions which ruin erops and destroy the buy- 
ing power of the people. It is in response to 
these appeals that they have made repre- 
sentations here. Neither power can consent 
to stand idly by and see its subjects ruined 
without making a determinedeffort to secure 
relief, And as Cuba is powerless, it is to the 
United States to which they must look for 
redress. 

Waiting on the President. 


The state department has not answered 
these inquiries. It is waiting to be advised 
by the president as to the extent he proposes 
to commit the United States. Not one of the 
officials in Washington believes the president 
will repeat the mistakes of pledging the 
tinited States, as did the Teller resolution 
passed by congress before the war with 
Spain, to withdraw from Cuba when peace 
and order are restored, 

The restoration of peace and order is com- 
paratively a simple matter. It is the keeping 


of peace and order, which the past bas dem- 


onstrated the Cubans cannot do. 

The state department has been Informed 
that when the president returns from the 
target practice of the North Atlantic feet 
he will issue an address to the Amerfoan peo- 
ple explaining the conditions which com- 
pelled the United States to interfere in Cuba. 

Simultaneously with the issuance of this 
document a statement will be made to the

Taft to Be Governor. 

It ig expected that Secretary Taft tem- 
porarily will assume the duties of military 
governor. . 

Tonight the city is policed by rural guards. 

Gen. Rodrigues, commander of the rural 
guards, is codperating with Secretary Taft. 

Im spite of the tense situation, the city is 
quiet. There is no sign of turbulence or dis- 


order. 
Rural guards are patrolling the streets, Seo- 
retary Taft declining to trust the police. 


Rebels Threaten No Trouble. 

The rumors that the rebels would attempt 
to take the city tonight were baseless. Rebel 
leaders in camp beyond Marianao have ae- 
sured Secretary Taft they will make ne 
present trouble, 

President Palma, it is believed, will leave 
Havana today after a final interview with 
Secretary Taft. He will go first to hisestate 
in Matanzas, but ultimately will return to 
the United States. 

There are rumors of rebel opposition in 
Matanzas province and in far away Santiago, 
but eo far these reports have proven base- 
less.. Tonight there is no indication that 
American occupation will be resisted. 


Meeting of Cuban Congress. 
Although the extra session of congress had 
been called for 2 o'clock, it was nearly 3 be- 
fore the members began to arrive, and at 
that hour the improvised gallery in the long 
bare chamber, formerly a workroom in à big 
tobaceo factory, contained only a sprinkling 
of speotetors. Over the president's rostrum 
hung the faded and tattered folds of the 
original lone star flag that was Gret raised 
by Carlos Cespedes in the ten years’ strug- 
gie for independence. It was now a silent 
witness to the closing scenes of the brief life 
of the first Cuban republic. From the broad 
street upon which the house is situated a 
small crowd of loungers and workmen gazed 

silently at the windows of the building. 


Entire Cabinet Resigns. 

The assembly was called to order by Sefior 
Daa at twenty minutes past 3 o'clock anda 
roll call revealed a quorum, fourteen sen- 
ators and forty-six representatives being 
present. © 

The resignations of the members of the 
cabinet to President Palma were then read. 
Thereupon Zayas arose and entered his 
solemn protest, declaring that the president 
had no right to accept the resignations of the 
cabinet without appointing their successors.

Moderates Abandon Congress. 

une crowd left Sefior Dolz's residence early, 
declaring that they would not attend the 
session of congress. Sefior Dols said the 
problem before the moderate party was one 
that it was useless to try to solve, as Ameri- 
can intervention was an accomplished fact. 
He said this was the true reason for Presi- 
gent Palma’s resignation and instanced as 
proof of his assertion the landing of Ameri- 
can forces at Cienfuegos at the request of the 
American commissioners to protect Amer!i- 
can property, completely ignoring the Cuban 
government. President Palma, he said, de- 


- cided that the action of the commission in 


dealing with the rebels was ample reason for 
his resignation. 

He declared that the commission had not 
listened to the honorable propositions of the 
Palma administration and that it would be 
beneath the dignity of the Cuban government 
te continue as officials of a republic which 
for some time had been under American 
dominition. 

Finally, by a vote of 20to 15, the moderates 
refused to appear at the night session of the 
congress and communicated this decision, 
gealed, to Sefior Dolz, as presiding officer of 
the senate. : 


Only Four Congressmen Show Up. 

The night session was called for 9 o'clock, 
but at 10 o'clock only four members were 
present. Sefior Manduley demanded a roll 
call to determine whether there was a quo- 
rum, saying if there was not he would move 
that the session adjourn. 

Gen. Boza, a loyal liberal, hotly insisted 
that something should be done and said he 
was willing to wait until midnight. 

However, as neither President Dols nor 
Gen. Freyre Andrade were present to open 
the letter notifying the chair of the action of 
the moderate caucus, the session simply dis- 
solved. 

At 10:30 the lights were extinguished and 
the constitutional government of Cuba had 
ceased to exist. 


Taft Prepares for Sutarvention.” 

No sooner was the failure of congress and 
the declared intentiom of the government 
efficers no longer to serve reported to Secre- 
taries Taft and Bacon than the preparations 
for armed intervention were put into opera- 
tion. 

A telephone wire had been quietly laid from 
the American legatiom to the battleship 
Louisiana, and as soon as the order was re- 
celved from Secretafy Taft thirty marines 
were landed at the captain of the port’s 
wharf and proceeded quickly and quietly to 
the treasury building, where they went on 
guard. 

In the meanwhile Capt. Albert R. Couden, 
eommander of the naval force; Capt. Seaton 
Schroeder of the battleship Virginia, Brig. 
Gen. Funston, and Maj. Ladd were in confer- 
ence with Messers. Taft and Bacon, complet- 
ing plans for the guarding of the city tonight 


and arranging for the occupation tomorrow. 


Gen. Rodriguez, commander of all the Cu- 
ban armed forces, is acting in perfect har- 
mony with the American commissioners, and 
the rural guard can be depended upon abso- 
lutely to assist the provisional government 


in every respect. 


Rebels Promise to Be Good. 

Although there was no apprehension of 
trouble tonight, the rural guardsmen were di- 
rected to police Havana, the police being not 
fully trustworthy. The commissioners, 
through the American military attachés, have 
had satisfactory , understandings with the 
rebels. This evening Maj. Ladd visited Pino 
Guerra, Loynas del Castillo, and other rebel 
commanders, who tonight are at La Lisa 
hotel, just beyond Marianao. These men 
dominate the rebel forces, and for the present 
at least there ig no anticipation of trouble 
in that quarter. . 

The proclamation Will be issued tomorrow. 
It will be signed by Secretary Taft, by virtue 
of the authority vested in him by President 
Roosevelt. It will appoint Secretary Taft 
provisional military governor of Cuba. He 
will immediately assume full control of the 
government until he deems the country to be 
sufficiently pacified for civil government, 
whereupon he will call Beekman Winthrop, 
at present goyernor of Porto Rico, to act as 
civil governor here.

Cuban’Officials Say Good-By. 

Secretary of the Interior Montalvo called 
at the American legation at a late hour to- 
might and said farewell to Messrs. Taft and 
Bacon. It is believed that he leaves tomor- 
row for the United States. 

-Alfredo Zayas, the liberal leader, is in no- 
ticeably low spirits. He also called on the 
American commissioners and deplored the 
outcome. 


Two more American battleships are due 
here tomorrow, as are several cruisers, with 
a total of several hundred nes. 

Gen. Rodriguez had a conference with Seo- 
retary Taft and the American officers tonight 
end arranged details for the maintenance of 
public order. 

A large crowd of Cubans waited outside 
the house of representatives this evening in 
the expectation, if there was no quorum, that 
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ernment had resigned, and that congress had 
not appointed successors. 

Secretary Taft will visit Palma tomorrow 
and talk over the situation. The headquar- 
ters of the provisional government for the 
present will be at the American legation. 

It is expected that Palma will go to the 
United States as soon as the reins of govern- 
ment are turned over. 


Last Efforts for Peace. 

For twenty-four hours before congress 
assembled the leaders of all political parties 
had been working almost continuously to ar- 
range some form of a compromise which 
would save the republic and avert American 
intervention. 

The liberal leaders, especially Senator 
Zayas, were particularly earnest in their ef- 
forts to induce the moderates to agree with 
them on some man to succeed Palma. 

Early in the day Senator Zayas reported 
to Secretary Taft that after working all 
night he had succeeded in inducing a number 
of moderate party senators to agree upon the 
election of a new president. Twonames, he 
said, had been suggested tentatively, those 
of Gen. Menocal and Senator Sanguilly. 


Taft. Eager for Solution. 

Senator Zayas asked Secretary Taft if the 
American ‘commissioners would delay inter- 
vention and continue mediation if a pro- 
visional president were elected in that man- 
ner. Mr. Taft replied that he was satisfied, 
as he came to mediate. 

Gen, Menocal and Sefior Agramonte called 
to discuss the situation, and Secretary Taft 
gave them a written statement that the 
American commissioners would be delighted 
to approve any agreement looking to the se- 
lection of a president whose election pro- 
moted peace, but would deplore any agree- 
ment between the liberals and parts of the 
moderate party which might result in insur- 
rectfon by the other moderates. 

Senator Zayas returned, and Secretary Taft 
told him that President Roosevelt felt that 
any agreement looking to the election of 
ether a provisional or a constitutional pres- 
ident or the adoption of any other program 
leading to peace should be aided by the 
American commissioners. 


Zayas Wanted to Be President. 


Then Senator Zayas, much to the surprise 
of Secretary Taft, suggested his own name 
for the provisional ‘presidency. He said he 
believed himself peculiarly qualified to take 
the office. 

Astounded by this brazen effort at self-ad- 
vancement, in view of the cordial hatred in 
which Zayas is held by the moderates, Sec- 
retary Taft said that when the moderates 
accepted a liberal leader for president it was 
time for the leopard to change its spots. 

Then the moderates threw aside their mask 
and practically admitted they would rather 
have American intervention than that the 
rebels should be recognized in any way. 

Gen. Freyre Andrade reported to Mr. Taft 
that of the three candidates for the presi- 
dency named by Zayas not one was accept- 
able to the moderates. He declared the 
moderates’ program was to prevent Palma’s 
resignation and send a delegation to the pal- 
ace to ask him to reconsider; but he was sure 
the president would insist. The moderates 
would then return to congress and formally 
withdraw, breaking a quorum, as they were 
determined on intervention as the best set- 
tlement they could get. 


End of All Negotiation. 


Thus ended all political negotiations for a 
settlement of a crisis, which possibly meant 
the life or death of the Cuban republic, and 
Secretary Taft sat back in his chair at the 
legation in the attitude of waiting for Cuba 
to play the last card in the game in which 
her independence was at stake. He wascon- 
fident the card would not take the trick and 
so expressed himself. And yet, recognizing 
the sacred function of the congress wh 
was about to meet to act on President Pal- 
mas resignation, he was determined to give 
the politicians all the leeway possible in the 
settlement of the controversy. He said he 
felt certain the United States would have 
to land troops by tomorrow at the latest and 
that a proclamation establishing a provision- 
al government would be issued then. 


Roosevelt Urges Last Effort. 
Secretary Taft abandoned all hope of bring- 
ing about am agreement Thursday night. He 
sent a long message to President Roosevelt, 
saying he was convinced thatthe Cuban con- 
gress would exhibit impotency in coping with 
N the situation and that intervention was the 
only course left to the United States. Mr. 
Taft concluded bis message with the asser 
tiom that it was too late to prevent interven 
[Wear ~~ 
President Roosevelt’s only reply was an 
order to Messrs. Taft and Bacon to make one 
last supreme effort to reconcile the Cuban 
Gifferences,, Acting on this order, 
Daft continued to appeal to the patriotism of 
be moderate leaders up to the last moment. 
He only dropped hands when informed 
by the moderates that they preferred Amer- 
eee of the island to any compro- 
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hope against hope. They decided to remain 
up all night, if necessary, imorder to be ready 
to pass upon any solution of the situation that 
congress might suggest. 4 


Wild Rumors Fill Havana. 

As the afternoon wore on many wild ru- 
mors filled Havana and one was to the effect 
that the rebels, seeing that intervention is 
certain tomorrow and that tonight was their 
only chance of occupying the city, were ad- 
vancing upon Havana. 
officers are investigating the matter, with the 
view of preventing the entry of the rebels into 
the city, if such a step was contemplated, 

Another rumor was brought to Secretaty 
Taft by Senator Zayas in person. He told the 
secretary that the Cuban government had 
issued orders to have him (Zayas), J. G. 
Gomez, J. M. Gomez, Demetrio Castillo, and 
O. O. Velez shot in the moat of Principe 
castle. It is not believed that the govern- 
ment will dare to resort to such extreme 
measures. 


Rebels May Make Trouble. 


The fear that the first task the United 
States will face in Cuba will be the suppres- 
sion of the rebel forces is growing. 

The governor of Santiago reports thet the 
rebels are organizing and concentrating in 
the vicinity of the city of Guantanamo. He 
also reports that the rebels are collecting 
arms and horses. Bands are reported around 
Baracoa, indicating that the eastern province 
is more rebellious than hitherto. 

The governor of Matanzas reports that 
rebels are encamped near the city of Ma- 
tanzas and stealing horses. Rebels have 
been seen in the vicinity of Colon. 

It is reported that rebels have fired on a 
government force near the Toledo plantation, 
south of Marianao, and also that they at- 
tacked the Mariana electric plant. 


DANGER OF YELLOW FEVER.

HAVANA, Sept. 28.—American marines 

will land from the fleet tomorrow morning. 
Secretary Taft's proclamation will be posted 
simultaneously. The proclamation is ready. 

It is said Secretary Taft will name himself 
military governor at first, but that when 
order is restored by the troops Gov. Winthrop 
of Porto Rico will be put over a provisional 
civil government otherwise entirely Cuban 
until new. elections can be held. Then the 
government will beturned over to the officials 
selected. 

Whether American troops will be continued 
in the island will depend on conditions. These 
nobody here believes will warrant their with- 
drawal for many years. 


Fear Yellow Fever Epidemic. 


As intervention means the landing of 3,000 
or more American marines and sailors in 
Havana, its sanitary condition is a matter 
of importance. Dr. Von Esdorf, chief of the 
United States marine hospital service here, 

makes this statement: 

We have had five cases and one death 
from yellow fever this week. I believe we 
are about to have an epidemic of the dis- 
ease, as none of these cases is connected. 
That is, we cannot trace the source of con- 
tagion of any two cases to one place. The 
situation is, therefore, dangerous, all the foci 
being original. There are two cases in Gua- 
nabacoa, where there has been none for 
five years. 


Advice to the Marines. 


I have been called upon by the surgeons 
of the fleet and asked what they shall do in 
case of the landing of forces from the ships. 
I have advised that none of the men be 
housed in any building in Havana. They are 
all dangerous. The men should be camped in 
open places, the plazas along the prado, at 
the punta, and in the parks. 

“Tf soldiers come they will be sent to Camp 
Columbia, a healthy place. There-are no 
mosquitees there. The stegomia is a house 
mosquito and if it visits the camp it will soon 
leave. If tents are aired and no stagnant 
water allowed to remain, the troops there will 
be reasonably safe, but they should not be 
given leave to visit the city on pleasure, and 
if sent on business should be told to hurry 
back. The camp is by far the best place for 
them to be. 

“The government here has just added 100 
men to its fumigating brigade. Some do good 
work, but they are new atit. It is going to 
take the hardest kind of work to keep the 
fever down here, and I feel that for a time it 
will mot be successful.“ 


Want United States to Control.

Anxious Day in Washington. 
Washington has hada day of anxious walt- 
ing while the fate of Cuban independence 
hung trembling in the balance. The program 
which has controlled the action of the au- 
thorities here contemplated the landing of 
American blue jackets and marines at noon. 
A cablegram from Secretary Taft indicated 
it would not accur until after 2 o’clock, which 
was the hour fixed for the congress to con- 
vene. 

Shortly after (o clock the state department 
learned that the landing was to occur half 
an hour later, but when this time arrived 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Newberry re- 
ceived a message from Secretary Taft asking 
how he could communicate an important 
message to the president. It was presumed 
that this message contained the last proposi- 
tion of the moderates which they hoped would 
be acceptable to President Roosevelt and pre- 
vent American occupation. 

Secretary Taft was notified that the May- 
flower, the president’s flagship, and the war- 
ships were in communication by wireless 
telegraphy with the Boston navy yard, andit 
ig presumed’ he at once sent his cipher 
message by that station. 

There has been no difficulty about com- 
municating with the president, and, indeed,» 
all arrangements were made ore his de- 
parture to reach him in case it should be 
necessary, and the president was satisfied 
that he coyld dispatch orders for the army 
to move should Secretary Taft report finally 
the failure of his mission. 


Army Plans Perfected. 

The fact that so muck delay occurred in 
settling the question of debarkation of the 
troops gave rise to the report that interven- 
tion had been avoided. But this report was 
negatived by the attitude of the military 
and naval authorities. Brig. Gen. Bell, chief 
of staff, went home this evening with the 
comfortable feeling that he could press a 
button and the army could do the rest. 

Acting Secretary Newberry said the navy 
had done everything it had been ordered to 
do. It is prepared even to assist the army 
to tran rt troops, and this assistance will 
enable the first expedition of 5,000 men to 
reach Havana by Oct. 10. Other expeditions 
will arrive at an interval of two weeks, so 
that it will de some time in November be- 
fore the army of 20,000 men is in Cuba. 

The navy department does not expect to 
withdraw its forces from Cuban waters for 
some little time. The plans it made con- 
templated merely, the occupation of Havana 
and Olenfuegos and one or two other im- 
portant coast towns, the seizure of the forti- 
fications in order to prevent any hot headed 
Cuban from discharging a cannon at an 
American man of war, and at Havana the 
stationing of detachments between the insur- 
gent lines and the city in order to prevent 
looting. Of course the navy will withdraw 
as soon as troops in sufficient force are on 
hand, 

Cuban Legation in Confusion. 

While the government authorities were 
merely temporarily embarrassed by the de- 
lay in resolving the Cuban problem, the 
Cuban legation in this city was in a pathetic 
state of confusion. Those who know Sefior 
Quesada, the Cuban minister, admire him 
for his stanch patriotism. But at the same 
time he is most friendly to the United States, 
and his earneat prayer. ie that, whatever hap- 
pens, there shall be no conflict between this 
country and his own. 

Minister Quesada does not know what his 
status will be in the event of American oc- 
cupation of the island.

CUBA WELCOMES U. S. RULE 


SO DECLARES EDITOR OF HA- 
VANA’S LEADING NEWSPAPER. 


Nicholas Rivero of‘ the Diario de 1a 
Marina Says Conservative and Pro- 
ducing Classes Are Glad of Inter- 
vention Because It Means Protec- 
tion to Vested Interests and Prop- 
erty — Politicians Will Accept It 
with Resignation, 


New Yerk, Sept. 28.—Nicholas Rivero, ed- 
itor of the Diario de la Marina of Havana, one 
of the leading journals of the Cuban capital, 
is in New York, and declares that the Cuban 
people will be gla@to live under an American 
protectorate. 

Tonight he was shown the bulletin an- 
nounaing the landing of marines to guard the 
treasury building and saying that American 
intervention in Cuba would be an accom 
plished fact tomorrow. 

Armed intervention,“ he said, will be 
gladly welcomed by all the conservative and 
productive classes of the island, because it 
will bring protection to vested interests and 
property. The politicians of Cuba, although 
not In sympathy with intervention, will ac- 
cept it with resignation. They perceive that 
it is not an outcome of the will of the people 
of the United States, but has come solely be- 
cause the political parties in Cuba could not 
reach an understanding with each other to 
put an end to the state of war that was bring- 
ing the country to ruin. 


Will Welcome Intervention. 

The productive classes will especially 
welco intervention if it be definite and 
lasting; if, on the contrary, intervention is 
only. temporary, it will then be more to the 
liking of the politicians. 

But no matter whether it be temporary 
or definite, it can perfectly well de effected 
without the actual presence of soldiers. 

To maintain peace in Cuba and properly 
protect all legitimate interests it would be 
sufficient to maintain in the isla an Ameri- 
can civil commission to su the policy 
of the government as well as the adminis- 
tration of internal affairs: Such a course 
would have the advantage of not arousing 
the animosity. of those: who favor. the idea 
of independence, nor would it necessarily be 
distasteful to persons in the United States 
who are opposed to the annexation of Cuba. 


Hope for a Protectorate. 

“The present Cuban rebellion has, to a 
great extent, increased in the island the 
sentiment in favor of annexation to the 
United States, but the productive elements 
of the country, without distinction of nation- 
ality, whether American, English, Spanieh, 
German, French, or Cuban, would be fairly 
satisfied with a protectorate; in other words, 
that the provision of the Platt amendment, 
de jure, should become ‘a protectorate de 
facto in the manner I have already explained. 
Without this.de facto protectoratethe United 
States will havéto face the necessity of in- 
tervening in Cuba soon again, and perhaps 
under more difficult and dangerous condi- 
tions than exist today.“ 

High Praise for Taft. 

Questioned concerning Secretary Taft and 
the impression his conduct of affairs had 
made in- Havana Mr. Rivero said: 

‘Secretary Taft has proceeded in Cuba 
with sure confidence and striking impartia)- 
ity and justice. As a member of the American 
cabinet he honors the people of the United 
States and the administration of President 
Roosevelt. He will leave behind him in Cuba 
a excellent impression, Particularly 
among the more intelligent element of the 
people.

Inside the palace grounds the only build- 
ings are the unpretentious palace and two 
or three smaller houses where the servants 
are quartered 

The ramifications of the conspiracy in 
which arrests have been reported almost 
daily since Sept. 15, when Plackey and sev- 
eral other persons were arrested, are exten- 
sive and possibly may have included two 
or more subdivisions, one directed at the 
emperor and the other againet Grand Duke 
Nicholas. The arrests of these lackeys ex- 
plain the manner in which threatening let- 
ters were introduced into the apartments of 
the emperor and other members of the im- 
perial family.

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MUNICIPALITIES ORGANIZATION 


Mayor Chosen Over Competitor by «a 
Narrow Margin After Hugo Grosser, 
City Statistician, Moves for a Sec- 
ond Vote-—Debaite on Municipal 
Ownership Is Heard by Delegates 
te Convention Here—Question Ar- 
gued by Experts. 


Mayor Edward F. Dunne was elected presi- 
dent of the League of American Municipali- 
ties for the ensuing year yesterday, after a 
closely fought contest with Mayor E. Clay 
Timanus of Baltimore. The contest en- 
livened tihe closing session of the convention 
and wasthe only exciting feature of the three 
days’ gathering of municipal officials from all 
parts of the United States and Canada. 

Mayor Dunne was elected om the second 
ballot, after being defeated by Mayor Ti- 
manu on the first ballot by one vote. Mayor 


| Silas Cook of East St, Louis, III., and Mayor 


George M. Hine of Poughkee sie, N. T., also 
were candidates on the first — 

The vote on the first ballot stood 16 for 
Mayor Timanus and 15 for Mayor Dunne. 
Mayor Cook and Mayor Hine received 8 and 6 
votes respectively. When Chairman Rhett, 
mayor of Charleston, S. C., announced the 
result and declared Mayor Timanus elected 
ringing cheers went up from the big Balti- 
more delegation. 


Grosser Saves Day for Dunne. 

At this point a motion was made to make 
the election of Mayor Timanus unanimous, 
and the chairman was about to put the mo- 
tion when Hugo 8. Grosser, city statistician 
of Chicago, who had refrained from casting 
Chieago’s vote when the roll was called, 
jumped to hie feet and objected. 

“I believe a second ballot should be taken 
on such a close vote,“ said’ Mr. Grosser. We 
cannot afford to make the election unanimous 
on only one vote majority, and I think the 
delegates from Baltimore should feel the 
same way about it. Another thing,’ when 
the roll was called, Chicago was courtéous 
enough not to cast its vote; if it had Mayor 
Dunne would have tied with the mayor of 
Baltimore.“ 

The second ballot resulted in the election 
of Mayor Dunne by 25 votes to 20 votes for 
Mayor Timanus, many of the votes which 
om the first ballot went to Mayor Cook and 
Mayor Hine being cast for Chicago’s chief 
executive. Following the announcement of 
Mayor Dunne's victory, Mayor Timanus 
arose and moved that the election of Mayor 
Dunne be made unanimous. The motion was 
carried with shouts and cheers.

-PENNSYLVANIA-ROAD- MAY. 


REMOVE ITS OFFICES HERE. 


High Men of Western Lines Possibly 
Will Be Brought from Pittsburg to 
Chicago—Growth of Traffic Cause. 


The Pennsylvania railroad 18 considering 
‘the transfer. of some of the high officials of 
its western tires from Pittsburg to Chicago. 
Joseph Wood, second vice president, in charge 
of traffic; D. T. McCabe, freight traffic man- 
ager; and E. A. Ford, passenger traffic man- 
ager, with their staffs, it is reported, may be 
removed here, and Chicago may also be made 
the operating headquarters for the western’ 
lines, The enormous growth of traffic out of 
Chicago has caused the Pennsylvania to con- 
sider this step. Owing to the bulky character 
of the greater part of the freight. shipped 
from Pittsburg, its traffic. in tons for years 
has been greater than that of any other city. 
While no complete statistics regarding Chi- 
cago's traffic ever have been compiled, it has 
increased until it is believed: now by board 
of trade and Commercial association officials 
to exceed Pittsburg’s in tons, and to far ex- 
ceed it in value; and it has therefore be- 
come the most important shipping point the 
Pennsylvania lines west have. 


Change Is Wanted Here. 

Chicago shipping interests would welcome 
the proposed change. There has been com- 
plaint, especially: from board of trade mem 
bers, that the Pennsylvania’s failure to sta- 
tion any of its higher traffic officials here 
constantly causes trouble.- The Pennsylvania 
and the New York Central lines dominate the 


‘Central Freight association. Chicago ship- 


pers say that when any matter affecting their 
interests is taken up with this association 
it is almost impossible ever to get it settled 
because the organization will take no action 
in which the Pennsylvania does not concur, 
and there is always much delay.in getting 
it authoritatively represented at a meeting. 

The upshot of the controversy in the Central 
Passenger association over the Erie’s pro- 
posal to issue a $20 noninterchangeable 1,000 
mile mileage book, on which no rebate would 
be paid, will be, it now seems certain, an 
agreement to issue 1,000 mile interchangeable 
books for $25 with a rebate of $5. Most of the 
lines have. signified their approval of a sug- 
gestion to this effect. The present 1,000 mile 
Central Passenger association book sells for 
$30 and a rebate of $10 is given. 


Stohr Goes to Wisconsin Central. 

S E. Stohr, who for the last year has been 
assistant -general freight agent of the Chi- 
cago and Alton, with headquarters in Chi- 
cago, has accepted the position of assistant 
general freight agent of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral, with headquarters in Milwaukee. Ow- 
ing to the ill health of Burton Johnson, gen- 
eral freight agent of the Wisconsin Central, 
Mr. Stohr’s new position will be important. 
He will be succeeded with the Alton by Will- 
iam M. Bushnell, general freight agent of 
the Chicago, Peoria and St. Louis.
